MmioiE, March 3.—The Munoie Nat- 
ural Gas oompanj's well No. 3 waa shot 
jesterdaj, with eighty quartB of nitro> 
glycerine. 
Although the flow of gas 
was qnite large when the drilling waa 
atopyed, itl« now probably five, per- 
haps ten, times its volnme before shoot- 
ing. This will probably prove to be the 
largest well yet struck at Muncie, sur- 
passing the Munoie Gas company's well 
which is one of the largest yet found in 
in the stajke. 
The volume of gas is so 
large that the noise, produced in its es- 
cftpe from the open five «nd five-eight 
casing, can be heard at a oonsiderable 
distance from the well.

Ucana made a new move yesterday, se- 
curing OoL B S. Bobertson's signature 
to the soldiers' monument bill as lieu- 
tenant-govemor and sending the meas- 
ure to the governor for his approval 
The bill passed both bodies but lacked 
the signature of the president and secre* 
tary of the senate to be in proper form. 
Governor Gray said be had decided on 
a plan of action touching this bill and 
all others coming to him in that shape, 
but he was not willing to make known 
hia purposes in the matter. 


The situation is practically unchanged 
so far as the two branches of the assem- 
bly is concerned, and there seems no 
possibility of a break of the deadlock. 
The senate is well up with its work, and 
has passed the appropriation bills. 


THB SKKATB. 


In the senate, among the bills passed 
were Mr. Logsdon's, l^alizing the acts 
of certain notaries. 
Mr. Harrell's house 
bill, authorizing county commissioners 
to construct free gravel roads. 
Mr. 
Zimmerman's bill, providing for a nni 
form aystem of text books, failed to pass 
A number of bills were 
engrossed 
among them the appropriation bills 
Mr. Tharp's providing for teaching the 
effeots of alcohol, in the public schools, 
and 
Mr. Thompson's providing for 
compulsory education. Sienator Fowler 
introduced a resolution providing that 
senators absent without leave of ab- 
sence, or present and not voting, should 
not be allowed any per diem, and it was 
referred to the committee on jndiciary 
A resolution to allow Secretary Dixon 
$400 for indexing the journal waa re- 
ferred to a special committee. 


On motion of Mr. Bailey, his bill to 
make continued annual appropriations 
for the state government and its institu- 
tion, was taken up and read the third 
time and passed by yeas 28, nays 4; pres- 
ent and not voting, 12 


Senator Barrett called up Senator Bai- 
ley's bill making appropriations for the 
atate government and institutions for the 
fiscal yeard, commencing November 1, 
1886, and ending October 31, 1888, 
which was read the third time and re- 
ported to a select committee of five 
which the chair makes to consist of Sen- 
ators French, Fowler, Weir, Barrett and 
Sellers. 


Mr. Shively called up Mr. Bahm's bili 
to provide for collecting reports of births 
and marriages and deaths, which was 
read the third time and passed by yeas 
26, nays 2; present and not voting, 9. 


THE HOUSE. 
The house passed a number, of bills, 
among them Mr. Morse's legalizing the 
incorporation of trades unions, the bill 
leagalizing the incorporation of Prince- 
ton, requiring railroad companies to 
give notice whether or not trains are on 
time, puniahing false registration of cat- 
tle, allowing the payment of W. B. 
Buiford's daim of $2,498.78, and Mr. 
Mock's bill regarding supreme court re- 
ports. 
Besolntions were adopted al- 
lowing the chief clerk $800 and the as- 
sistant clerk $400 for indexing the jour- 
nal. 


Mr. Buckle's bill, appropriating $10,- 
000 annually to the state board of agri- 
culture, was read a second time and en- 
grossed. 
Mr. Btull's bill, providing for 
the destruction of thistles and other 
noxiouB weeds, was passed—ayes 76, 
nays 6. 


Mr. Keroheval's bill, providing for a 
board of regiatry and the regiatration of 
voters, was passed by a vote of fifty- 
eight to thirty. 
Mr. Patton's bill, mak- 
ing it unlawful for operators of railroads 
to charge more than three cents a mile, 
was called up, and Mr. Jewett moved to 
refer ft back to the committee, with in- 
atmotiona to amend it, so that its pro* 
visions would only extend to fares for 
which tickets were bought 


Mr. Linck oaUed up Mr. Sohloss' 
house bill requiring the licensing of 
dentists. 
The bill passed by yea«, 68; 
nays, 16. 


Mr. Griffith's bill to improve the civil 
service of Indiana was taken up. 
The 
bill waa passed by yeas, 55; nays, 33, 
Messrs. Ibach and Robinson voting with 
the repablioans. 


When certain resolutions bearing on 
Judge Turpie's election were read in the 
house, representative Ibach protested 
against gag rule and said: 
"I look into 
the faoes of fifty-six oowards; men who 
are afraid of fee discussion." 
Mr. Stubblefield—Tou are a liar. 
The repnblioan member was veiy 
much excited and diapoaed to be bellig- 


erent 
He was pacified by friends, how- 
ever, and subsided with the remark that 
"people would think that Mr. Ibach was 
a very brave man, invincible, a regular 
Dick Nailer, so to speak, but his record 
doesn't show i t " 


The belligerents afterward kissed and 
made up. 


A BKPUBUOAN TBKK. 


The aoldier'a monument bill is in 
peculiar stage of progreaa. 
The senate 
flrat pvsaed the bill and juat prior to the 
adoption of the resolution by the house 
to ignore the senate so long as Bobert- 
son is denied the presidency thereof, the 
lower house also gave its approval of the 
measure. 
The rule is, to return an act 
for signature to the house which origin- 
ated it, after its passage by the other 
branch of the legislative body. 
Under 
thia rule the monument bill would have 
gone back to the senate after passage by 
the house. 
But the republicana having 
decided to ignore tiie senate and partic- 
ularly Green Smith, did not return the 
monument bill 
for 
hia 
signature. 
Inatead 
it was 
turned 
over 
to 
Oolonel Bobertson and waa signed by 
him as lieutenant governor. 
The bill 
has been sent to the governor. 
It waa 
before him thia morning when the gov- 
ernor was asked what he proposed to do 
with the bill. 


"I have made up my mind what I 
shall do, but I am not ready to speak of 
the matter. 
You will find out soon 
what disposition of the bill will be made. 
It has been signed by B. S. Bobertson, 
lieutenant governor, but he does not lay 
claim that he is presiding officer of the 
senate."

The habits of elk are similar to those of 
dear, but they are mndi l a r ^ animals.

A fact 2- 
year-old elk heifer Is probably- the best 
meat on earth, at least I think so. The 
cows are good eatteig, but Inferior to black 
tailed deer. The b t ^ are rather tou^at 
^ times, and theii meat is unworthy of 
being cooked during the rutting season. 


Shortly after the rutting season the 
necks of the full antlered: buUs begin to 
ii^eU and to^ow hwni. Then it requires 
an exceedingly hwd shooting rifle to drive 
a ball through their necks. I saw, whUe 
on this hunt, four bulls shot low down on 
the neck, and in ^o instance did the ball 
pass through, and tn ho case did it strike 
the,neck bone. In all instances it lodged 
under the skin on the opposite side from 
the hunter. We used 44-60 Winchesters, 
the latter figures expiring the nimiber 
of grains of powder burned behind the 
balL . This rifle will throw a baU through 
an elk or through a bear from side to 
side, but it win iiot carry through an elk^s 
neck. 
. Bull elk drop their antlers in January 
;:?enerally, but this, I suppose, depends on 
the latitude in which they live. A bull ts 
iuU antlereil when he is 3 years old, then 
r here a l e six prongs on each antler. Some- 
limes the antlers "sport," as com does, 
iind the horns take queer shapes. This is 
a very serious disastw to the elk, as he 
cannot fight effectively with "sported" 
.-vntlers, and he is driven out of the band. 
I have a Bet ot antlers, "sports," which 
have tliirteen prongs on each horn. The 
î)Ull that wore these heavy, useless ant- 
lers spent the season in seclusion. 
could not fight. 


One of the most remarkable spectacles 
in the pine clad highlands is to see a full 
antlered bull elk trot at speed through a 
fOTest where the trees stànd so thickly 
that a hor.se has to slowly pick its way, 
I have frequently seen an elk bull, whose 
spread of antûers was at least four feet, 
dash at full speed through a belt of tim- 
ber where I could not follow on horse* 
back, because the trees were too close to- 
gether, and he did not strike a tree with 
his antlers. 


When a cow elk is killed her calf will 
run off to hide in the woods. But it will 
frequently return to the place where it« 
mother BfeU, and it often pays for its 
hungry search with its Ufe. I shot a 
fat cow one morning, and saw two calves 
not far from her. 
When the rifle 
cracked the calves disappeared. 
That 
night I mentioned the fact of the calves 
running off to my comrade. 
He said: 
'*If you \rill go there to-morrow morn- 
ing you wiU probably find both of the 
calves snoopijog arotmd in the woods 
near the dead cow. They will be hungry 
by that time, and they will return to 
their dead mother to get a di-ink of 
milk. The two calves will just make out 


was true. For four weeks I walked daily 
in the forest. To-day hunting deer, to- 
morrow shooting grouse, the next day 
shooting elk. 
T ttokied the habits of the 
game animals under the intelligent super- 
vision of my comrade, who had Uved 
among them for jsars, and whose living, 
tn » great measure^ depended on his being 
able to kill game at the proper season. 
We shot many animals. The hunt was 
almost a slaughter. But we lost no meat; 
none was used to bait bears, none thrown 
away. Every pound that we did not eat 
was carefully saved and sold. The meat 
was packed on horses* backs for from five 
to ten miles through dense green timber, 
over burned lands and across fallen tim- 
ber. From there it was hauled to Lara- 
mie, Fort Collins and Bawlings for sale, 
and the money obtahied for it was ex- 
pended for provisioiis. 
The trails on 
which we entered or left the elk range 
were purposely blind trails, and unknown 
to other persons.—Cor. New York Sun. 


BI»naCftotiir« of Artlflolal Ivory. 


How is artifidal ivory made f Of late 
years the scarcity and deamess of genuine 
ivory have driven inventors to manufactr 
nre artificial compounds capable of re- 
placing it for many indnstrial and domes- 
tic purposes. 
These compounds, which 
may cdmost without exception be classed 
under the name of "celluloid," are formed 
of divided cotton waste or some wimflar 
substance, soaked in either vegetable 
naphtha, nitro-benaol, oamphor or aloo- 
hoL Sufllcient oi t h ^ solvents is used 
to make a soft, plastic mass, which is sub- 
jected to hydraulic pressure and mixed 
with oils, gums and coloring matter. 


Any degree of flexibility can be given to 
It, and it can be maide white and trans- 
parent or of any bciUiant color. It can be 
made hard as ivory, or retained in so 
a condition as to be capable of being 
spread in layers over textile fabrics in the 
same way as paint is lidd on. It can be 
pressed and stamped, planed like wood, 
turned in & lathe, cut with a saw, carved, 
woven or applied as a varnish. When 
dyed the dye runs throngh the whole sub- 
stance, and cannot therefore be rubbed or 
washed out. 
An artificial ivory of oreamy 
whiteness and great hardness is now made 
from good potatoes washed in diluted sul- 
phuric acid, then boiled in the same solu- 
tion until they become solid and dense. 
They are then washed free of the acid 
slowly dried. This ivory can be dyed and 
turned and made useful in many ways.— 
Chicago Tribune.

The interiors of one and aU 
were fully open to the public gaze, which 
mattered the less inasmuch as there 
seemed to be nothing in them except two 
or three cracked pots and a tiny fire. 


The room in which Mr. Nat Fine 
Country received us was as extraordi- 
nary as the naine and appearance of its 
owner. It had nô roof, and might almost 
be said to have no floor, either, consisting 
as it did of a crazy wooden platform 
around its four sides, with a deep hollow 
in the middle, the whole thiiig beihg ex- 
tremely suggestive of a public swimming 
bath. The platform was so narrow that 
there was barely room npoii it for omr 
chairs and ourselves, and when I unwarily 
pushed back mine in getting up to take 
leave, I camé wîthin a hair's breadth of 
tumbling backward head over heals into 
the yawning pit below. On leaving the 
house we were beginning to make merry 
over this singular apartment, when an ob- 
ject suddenly confronted us which made 
us aU grave enough. It was a strange 
looking hat of wattles and grass, hung 
round with broken jars and bottles, and 
standing all by itseH as if thesurroimding 
dwellings had shrunken away from it. To 
all appearance it had neither docn: nor 
window, but through a chink in tiie wa4r 
tie work we could see that its earthen floor 
was literaUy heaped with human skulls. 
"What on earth is this place?" asked I of 
our conductor. The answer, brief though 
it was, spoke volumes: "It's a fetich 
house."—Bonny (Western Africa) Cor.

The Counterfeiting' of 'Bare Coins. 
The late Capt. Wallace W. Hall, of the 
United States secret 8ervice,shortly before 
his removal to St. Louis is said to have 
been investigatiag a ^gantic counter- 
feiting scheme by which alleged rare, 
costly and antique coins were being put 
upon the market as genuine. In 1835, a 
Philadelphia coin dealer named Hazeltine 
advertised an auction sale of his super- 
fluous coins, iucluding an 1804 doU^, only 
six of'which are known to have been coined 
before the issue was recalled. 
The value 
of one of these dollars is $oOO or more, 
and so great interest was excited in the 
sale. 


A well known connoisseur who attended 
discovered that some of the coins were not 
genuine, and on the collection being sent 
to the mint it was discovert that a large 
number of the coins had been made with- 
in a year. 
Similar cases were soon re- 
ported from all parts of the country, and 
Capt. Hall, who hapi>ened to be in Phila- 
delphia, set to work to investigate the 
matter. He found that the counteiieits 
included all of the recalled issue pieces, 
and thousands of coins of interest, an- 
tiquity and high value. The dollar of 
1804 had been frequently duplicated hf 
boring the "ii" out of a dollar of 1883 and 
inserting a plug "4," which was soldered 
with a blow pipe and treated with an add 
hath to give it an antiquated appearance. 
Other coins he found to be counterfeited 
by the use of plaster molds, and all were 
so cleverly done that none but an expert 
coidd detect any difference between the 
counterfeit and the genuine. It is not 
known whether Capt. Hall ever obtainied 
any clew to the counterfeiters' mint.— 
Chic igo Tribune.

Where Andrew Jackson lived. 


Near by the Hermitage is a small, 
sqnare brick church, which .Jackson had 
built for his wife, who was said to be a 
devout Pi-esbyterian. Entering the Her- 
mitage yard, through the large irpn gate, 
one notices immediately that the carriage 
drives (which are outlined by cedars) form 
an immense banjo. To the right of the 
large lawn, which is in front of the house, 
is tJie flower garden and family burying 
ground. There are old fashioned beds 
filled with old fashioned flowers, althou^ 
of course, many of them have died for 
want of c^are. I beUeve the plants which 
predominate now are fig trees and box 
plants. In one comer of the garden is 
Jackson's tomb, surrounded by those of 
his immediate family. The base of the 
tomb in which he and his wife are In- 
terred is about nine ^ t square, with hori- 
zontal slabs of stone on which the epi- 
taphs are carved. 


The house and outhouses sA the Hermit- 
age are in an ezcieeding^y dilapidated con- 
dition. The place is owned by the state 
of Tennessee, granting the family who 
now occupy it the privilege at living there 
during the life of the elder Mrs. .Jackson. 
They are in rather reduced circumstances 
and are not able to have the place re- 
paired. They have even been forced to 
the necessity of seUing many articles valu- 
able both on acoQunt of their intrinsic 
worth and on account of theit historic aa- 
sociations.—NashviUe Cor. Philadelphia 
Times. 


Newspapers a t t h e Hotels. -, 


But few persons possess the remotest 
idea of the importance of the news^per 
stand within the predncts of otu- principal 
hotels. Those who do must admit it is as 
great an auxiliary as the chief chef. The 
majority of the habitues of hotels are in- 
veterate readers. They would rather lose 
aU the tobacco and liquors of the country 
than submit to the deprivation of their 
favorite newspapers. As a rule thè news- 
papers are always on file in the reading 
and smoking rooms of the hotel, but it is 
seldom that the guests avail themselves of 
the pri\'ilege of reading there. Ot^sidera 
do that. They prefer to ptffchase the 
I»pers at the stand and hie themselves to 
their rooms for an uninterrupted pemSaL 


The keeper of one of the stands informed 
a reporter that she disposed of 2,000 daily 
papers in this way. The income each day, 
she said, amounted to nearly $75. AU 
this is not reah'zed by the sale of newspa- 
pers, howevox. A well established stand 
invariably places on sale besides the popu- 
lar magazines, books, novels and period- 
icals of the day, copies of all the leading 
papers of nearby cities. The Boston^ Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimorej Washin j^n and Al- 
bany morning press is for sale bèforé noon 
every day. They are retted, at a few 
cents in excess of the regulation price. 
The men who own these stands léase them, 
from the proprietors of the hoteL All are 
wealthy, a few being regular features of 
Wall street.--New York Mail and Bx- 
pL'ess. 


One of the TeUowstona Marrels. 


At the Cleopatra spring, uiran a terrace 
forty feet in bfighl and coveinxig tJiree- 
qnarters of on acre, the deposit i.s nnusnally 
rapid, and for this reason the spring is 
utilized for tbe purpose of eucrustiug 
the various article.s that are sold as 
curios and souvptiIts In the valley. The 
spring has a temx>erature of 154 dejgrees 
at the edge, but in every basin that is 
fed directly by a hot spring the tempera- 
ture increases rapidly as one approaches 
the source, and the streams that flow 
from the basius retain an agreeable 
warmth even at a considerable distance 
from the main terrace. At the Cleo- 
patra spring bottles are sunk or hung 
under the dripping water between the 
shallow terraces and in four days (ninety- 
six hours) they are covered with a cal- 
careotis deposit to the depth of oné-six- 
teenth of an inch. Ornaments made of 
twisted wire after a suitable bath in this 
marvelous spring emerge like bits of 
branch coral. The amuletic horseshoe is 
in gr^t demand. A horseshoe that is 
sown in «irruption, ragged, rusty, dusty 
and with the nails still twisted in it is 
raised in incorruption, a thing of beauty 
and a joy forever. It is in very truth 
the materiali7.ed ghost of a horseshoe.

Contagion In Bagr Mattresses. 


A newspaper man in San Francisco paid 
a visit the other day to a mattress factory, 
which was conduct^ upon a plan admir- 
ably adapted to the purpose of propagate 
ing disease by wholesale. In a rough shed 
were two machines technically known as 
teasers. These implements were revolv- 
ing at a high rate of speed. Sharp troth 
of iron were tearing plies of the most 
filthy and disgusting renmants of old 
dothes and other woolen articles Into 
shreds, until the entire fabrics were re- 
duced to flue fllameats. This material, 
known as patent wool, is used principally 
for filling the bed coverings of chintz sold 
In the stores under the name of comforters. 
The first handling which the remnants of 
garments receive is by the Chinese rag- 
pickers, who convey them into Chinatown 
and there pick out tbe cotton and linen 
fabrics from the woolen ones. The former 
And their ultimate destination at the pa- 
per mills, while the latter are used by 
mattress and bed comforter makers after 
bei^ teased bymadiinery. Without be- 
fog disinfected or in any way deodorized 
these materials are liable, from the uses 
tbey ar» put to, t6 beicome a source 
whereby many valuable lives may be lost. 
—Boston Herald.
